They died for bringing unconsecrated fire 
to the altar of God. And Nadab. and Abihu, 
the sons of Aaron, took each of them his censer, 
and put fire there. and laid incense thereon, and 
offered strange fire before the Loid. And there 
came forth fire from before the Lord and devoured 
them, and they died before the Lord.” (Leviticus,

Obituary 
MR. PHINEAS HOROWITZ 


The Zionist movement in this country loses a 
well-known speaker and worker in the passing of 
Mr. -Pnineas Horowitz. who died in London on 
Tuesday, at the age ot 60. 

Among the many offices Mr. Horowitz occupied 
in the movement at various times were: Hon. 
Secretary of the English Zionist Federation, 


_ General Secretary of the Jewish National Fund, 


and Vice-President of the Zionist Federation; and 
he was a founder and Vice-Chairman of the Anglo- 
Palestinian Club. He was active also im the Jewish 
Dominion of Palestine League. Recently he took 
a leading part in the movement to.revive the group 
of General Zionists in Britan Mr Horowitz ~ 
a member of the Board of Deputies and served ;
